chandising operations of its jobbing 
clientele. 

It is claimed that the new organ- 


ization has ample and solid finan- | 


cial backing. which will enable it 
to assume all credit liabilities and 
collection expenses, thus relieving 
the manufacturer of this part of 
his expense of doing business. 


When interviewed by a repre- 
sentative of the Automotive Daily 
News, regarding the aims of the 
new corporation, Earl V. Hen- 
necke made the following state- 
ment :— 

“Many of the better automotive 
jobbers knows that their volume po- 
tentialities are limited as a natural 
result of their having to confine op- 
erations to smaller areas 

“This condition has been brought 
about by their being compelled to 
compete with an increasing number 
of wholesalers. either already estab- 
lished, or being brought into exist- 
ence in al! localities. 

“In consequence of high operating

“Furthermore, we will b>? in a posi 
tion to extend to our jobbing clients, 
credit terms beyond the average 


| which they are allowed today. 


“Tt is obvious that a change in 


both buying and selling methods | 


must be made in our industry, and 


the aims and purposes of our new | 


corporaton, the services of which 
have already been contracted for by 
a formidable array of the better 
jobbers of the country. are certain 
to be successfully accomplished. 
“The purchasing power of the 
combined jobbers whom we will rep- 
resent running into hundreds of 
millions of dollars—organized as it 
will be. should exert a verv whole- 
some influence on the industry in 
general 

“It is not our purpose to take 
over the whole merchandising 
function for a manufacturer, in 
fact every manufacturer will need 
to maintain his individual contact 
through his own representative, 
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just as he does 
today—but there are many other 
ways in which we will assist him 
in effecting economies which at 
the proper time, he will be ad- 
vised of. 

“Our new corporation wil] have 
the benefit of a connection with one 
| of the most prominent New York 
financial institutions, which has 
made available for us, many mil-

Hydro-Pneumatic Shock Absorber 





Detroit, June 16.—After several 
years experimentation with shock 
absorbers combining the prin- 
ciple of hydraulic ana pneumatic 
cushiening of road shocks, Con- 
tinental Moters Corporation an- 
nounces a Sheck abserber, known 
as the Continental Hydrocheck, 
involving entirely new operating 
features. Production will start at 
ence. 

The long-sought-for principle of 
combined hydraulic and pneumatic 
cushioning has been developed by 
Continental and is the result of a 
so-called “free center” air cushion. 

Continental engineers point out 
that when a car equipped with the 
new device is driven over a smooth 
road action of the shock absorbers 
is against air. This leaves body 
control free to car spring and bal- 
loon tire action, but when a hard 
jolt is encountered, shock absorber 
“action is against oil. 
It is by means ef the “free cen- 





cushioning principle deseribed 


sorber is divided inte high and 
| low pressure chambers, each con- 
taining both oif and air. A com- | 
pression piston, operation in the | 
high pressure chamber _re-acts 
with the arm of the shock ab- | 
sorber which received the road | 
shecks.

headway, vet the small, independent 
explained today by officials of the 
automotive division of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

It was pointed out that the large 
increase in the sale of accessories 
abroad no doubt has been due to the 
manufacturers’ willingness to give 
the buyer what he wants. 

The American manufacturer. how- 
ever, nas not always been able to 
comply with some of the essential 
details as thoroughly as many of his 
foreign competitors, who operate on 
a comparatively small scale and 
whose production is so flexible that 
they can devote their attention to 
these preferences with a minimum 
of effort. 

In order to meet competition and 
strengthen their position in markets 
that have domestic production, as 
wel] as those countries where there 
is no competition. American manu- 
faciurers have been urged to supple- 


ment their present facilities with 
separate foreign finishing depart- 
ments 

Particular attention should be 
paid to tne type of speedometers 
and gasoline gauges preferred in 
each market. While both are minor 


items of equipment, it is important 
to provide metric measurements in 
countries where distance meas- 


1s 


ured in kilometers and gasoline is 
sold by liters. 

Preference for wheel types is 
diversified. and although artillery 


wheels on passenger cars still pre- 
dominate. there is an increasing 
trend toward the use of both disc 
and wire wheels. 

In most tropical countries. how- 
ever. disc wheels are far more de- 
sirable. since wooden wheels have a 
tendency to warp in the great heat 
and humidity. while wire wheels are 
inclined to rust. 

Spotlights are prohibited in only 
a few countries, but their restric- 
tion in municipal areas is quite 
common. In general, an increased 
preference for spotlights is noted in 
the majority of foreign markets. 

There is a greater demand for 
battery ignition on passenger cars 
in North and South American 
markets than in any other world 
area, this form being preferred in 
all of the countries, with the ex- 
ception of Barbados and Nicara-
